Apparmtly Wadt Rostow* 
during the course of his appearance T»fore the Board, had 
suggested that it might be appropriate to look from time to time 
at some of the establiiihed pK>grama such as TAF and RFE v^ich 
were now* as he ptd it, running into the second generation. I do 
not understand that Walt said anything critical atout any of the 
programs, but simfdy invited the Board^s attention to an area 
which involves substantial expenditures. At the time of his appear* 
ance there was some reason to expect some unfavorable publicity 
which. 1 gather, nevear materialized.
